JERUSALEM - HAK AFTER SOUNDING OUT EGYPTIAN PRESIDENT SADAT 
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AND SYRIAN PRESIDENT ASSAD ABOUT POSSIBILITIES FOR A NEW 
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STEP TOWARD PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST, BROUGHT BACK WORD TO 
ISRAEL TONIGHT THAT "WE ARE STILL IN BUSINESS". 

BUT DESPITE PROFESSIONS OF OPTIMISM IN CAIRO, APPARENTLY 
NOTHING HAD BEEN DONE YET TO BRIDGE THE WIDE GAP 
BETWEEN EGYPT’S DEMANDS AND WHAT ISRAEL HAS BEEN WILLING 
TO OFFER FOR A SECOND STAGE DISENGAGEMENT IN THE SINAI. 

HAK STILL APPEARED HOPEFUL OF BEING ABLE TO WORK OUT A 
DEAL FOR A FURTHER ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL WHEN HE RETURNS TO 
THE ME ON A LONGER TRIP NEXT MONTH. 

BUT A HIGH OFFICIAL ABOARD HAK’S PLANE ADMITTED THAT 

THE NEGOTIATION OF A NEW AGREEMENT BETWEEN EGYPT AND ISRAEL 

WOULD BE "A CLOSE ONE". 

THE OFFICIAL ASSERTED THAT THE NEGOTIATION WAS THE MOST 
DIFFICULT THAT KISSINGER HAS YET UNDERTAKEN IN THE ME. ... 

AMERICAN OFFICIALS BELIEVE THAT THE EGYPTIAN PRESIDENT 
WANTS - AND NEEDS - TO MAKE ANOTHER STEP TOWARD PEACE. 

BUT HE HAS NOT YET MADE ANY CONCESSIONS TO THE ISRAELI 
DEMAND FOR A PLEDGE OF NONBELLIGERENCY IN EXCHANGE FOR A 
FURTHER ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL. 

BUT HAK WAS UNDERSTOOD TO BELIEVE THAT THE EGYPTIANS 
"MAY BE CONSIDERING SOME FLEXIBILITIES" THAT THEY DO NOT 
WANT TO REVEAL TO HIM THIS EARLY IN THE GAME. 

BOTH EGYPT AND ISRAEL WILL HAVE TO BE MORE FLEXIBLE 
THAN THEY HAVE BEEN IN ORDER TO REACH ANY AGREEMENT. 

SO FAR, THE ISRAELIS HAVE OFFERED TO PULL BACK 20 TO 30 
MILES FROM THEIR PRESENT LINES IN EXCHANGE FOR TANGIBLE 
POLITICAL CONCESSIONS FROM EGYPT. PRIME MINISTER YITZHAK 
RABIN HAS SAID THEY WOULD PULL BACK FURTHER, GIVING 
UP THE STRATEGIC MILTA AND GIDI PASSES AND THE OIL 
FIELDS AT ABU RUDIES, IN EXCHANGE FOR A FORMAL EGYPTIAN 
COMMITMENT TO END ALL BELLIGERENT ACTIONS AGAINST ISRAEL. 
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THE EGYPTIANS SAY THAT IN ORDER TO HAVE ANY MEANING, THE 
WITHDRAWAL MUST INCLUDE THE STRATEGIC MOUNTAIN PASSES
